New York, April 28.—({Special.J— 
Three men, the first to fly westward 
over the Atlantic, landed in New York 
today from a tgain. They were dazed 
and tired men when they stumbled into 
the Ritz-Carlton tonight, vowing they

CHIHUAHUA, Mexico, April 28.— 
(/)—The mummified bodies of more 
than a hundred men, women and chil- 
dren discovered in a mountain cave 


near San Juan Nepomuceno bore silent 
witness to their living incarceration. 
The men who braved the foul air of 
the cavern declared even the bodies of 
the women and children showed their 
hands had been bound together with 
strings about their thumbs. The sharp 
contraction of the muscles of the face 
of one body which was removed to 
this city seemed to show death had 
come only after intense suffering.

MEMORANDUM ON THE 
TEACHING OF MODERN 
LANGUAGES. 


For more than a generation now the. 

of Greek and Latin in the high school curriculum 
has been attacked as a vicious waste of the pupils" 
time. In large measure the attack has been suc- 
cessful. There are not many secondary schools 
in which Greek and Latin, or even one of them, 
is now required for graduation, and in many, 
schools there is no instructign whatever in the 
classics, 

‘It is astonishing that relatively little attention 
has been paid, all this time, to the instruction in 
modern languages. The indictment is much the 
same: the time of the pupils is shamefully wasted. 
After years of subjection to Greek and Latin, only 
a pitiful minority of the pupils could read the 
simplest phrases, it was said, and with truth. It 
is no less true that after years of subjection to 


French, Spanish, or German in our high schools 


only a pitiful minority of the pupils can find their 
way about in those languages. In the face of 
that record, it is ridiculous to argue that the 
teaching of the modern languages is justified by 
the fact that the modern languages are useful, 
whereas the ancisnt ones are much less so. If 


at the end of two or three years of instruction in 


French nine-tenths of the pupils subjected to it 
in our high schoolg are unable to read, speak, or 
write the language with assurance, what merit 
is there in saying that French is a useful lan- 
guage and therefore should be taught? 

America’s new position in the world, it is a 
truism to point out, is certain to place an increas- 
ing value upon a knowledge of foreign tongues. 
It is perhaps less of a truism to point out that 
with our present methods of instruction we are 
not equipping our boys and girls with the tools 
which we insist in the same breath they will need. 
Progress has been made in the technique of teach- 
ing foreign languages, but the results of, the im- 
proved technique are far from satisfactory. -Per- 
haps a few more pupils emerge with some knowl- 
edge of the language studied, but still the number 
is small. 
The fault lies in the quality rather than the 
method of instruction. We do not know the fig- 
ures, and we put them forth tentatively, subject 
to correction, but it is our impression that not one 
in five instructors in modern languages in the pub- 
lic. high schools of Chicago can converse fluently 
in the language they are teaching. For some rea- 
son, pedagogues and parents are not appalled at 
that situation. They would not permit any one 
to teach arithmetic who’ had to work out the 
multiplication tables on his fingers, but they do 
not object if French is taught by some one who 
could not order meal in a French festaurant 
without the help of the sign language. 

‘The reply may be made that no one is allowed 
to teach French who has not received academic 
training in the language. That carries the con- 
troversy into the colleges. There the instruction 
is generally somewhat better, but it does not in-

Bunyan may well be called “the inspired 
tinker.” ‘Whenever an original genius sucty as he 
was breaks the human routine, he creates a new 
world. New molds of thought are cast. New 
types of experience are set up. New emotional 
tides are released. New social relationships are 
formed, New ways of living and of getting a liv- 
ing develop. Both humanity and its world acquire 
@ new significance and value. The planet comes 
to. be inhabited by a different sort of people. Earth 
is never again quite what it was before his advent. 
These changes may not be at once observable upon 
the surface of things. The people of his own day 
may not be aware that anything beyond the ordi- 
nary is happening. But time will reveal his work. 
Later generations will see and wonder. 

A tinker in jail, whose worst fault is that he 
insists. incontinently upon talking in unorthodox 
terms, is not a character to arrest interest In. this 
busy world. Particularly, who, in this marvelous 
twentieth century, cares for an English tinker in 
Bedford jail a hundred years before the American 
revolution? But that tinker, as it happens, was 
& participant in the English revolution, a parti- 
san of the cOmmonwealth, a soldier in Cromwell’s 
army, who had caught the vision and the stern 
spirit of liberty for the soul and for the citizen. 
Perhaps unknown to himself,.and certainly un- 
known to the authorities who consigned him re 
peatedly to prison, he carried-into that jail one, 
of the rarest souls that ever dwelt in human form | 
—a soul that had been kindled to its best by the 
touch of a thrilling religious experience. 
seclusion of the prison the creative spirit hrooded 
upon the waters of his imagination, and God said, 
“Let there be light, and there was light.” Out 
of that light sprang much that was beautiful and 
good, but chiefly “ Pilgrim’s Progress.” | 
Bunyan is listed as a Baptist. But who cares 
how he is listed? Vice, vanity, and virtue; sin, 
salvation, and piety; genius, mediocrity, and com, 
mon sense; all know no sect and belong to none, 
No more does he. Abraham, Isaiah, St. Paul, St, 
Francis, Luther, Count Zinzendorf, John Wesley, 
Buddha, Kagawa, Sadhu Sundar Singh, Gandhi, 
and all of their kind through the ages could have 
understood him.

I 
have sat in a class of cynical and self-sufficient 
college students, listening for, half an hour to the 
simple reading of the story, and have seen every 
man in the class charmed by the beauty of the 
narrative and subdued by its moral and religious 
appeal. I have seen many an old saint—if saintly 
longings make one a saint—while waiting for the 
eternal call, poring over this story of the tri- 
umphal entry of the pilgrims. into the Holy City 
to the peal of its welcoming bells, and murmuring 
with the Dreamer, “ which, when I had seen, I' 
wished myself among them.” .. 
Consider what the world owes to its jafl birds. 
Joseph rose from prison to the office of prime 
minister. Moses was the son of a slave woman 
and spent forty years as a fugitive from justice— 
such justice as it was. Joshua, his lieutenant, was 
an escaped slave. Jeremiah spent a good portion 
of his time in police custody and part of the time 
near dying in a muddy cistern. Paul went from 
a Roman prison to the headsman‘s block. Alsop. 
was a slave. Gandhi spent two years in a British 
prison. Russia is ruled by men familiar with jails 
and exile. But for Bedford jail it is probable that 
Bunyan’s genius never would have found expres. 
sion in immorta] allegory, or even have felt the 
stimulus that awakened in it: such a ‘creative 
ecstasy as to impel that expression, It Is inter- 
esting to reflect that more than half a century. 
later, John. Howard, as a member of Bunyan’s 
old Bedford church and sheriff in charge of the 
old Bedford jail, received the first impetus to his 
unique career as the international pioneer of 
prison reform. The story of human progress, 
liberty and enlightenment has been largely writ- 
ten by manacled hands. 
; 
The handicaps of fortune are not necessarily 
misfortunes. A poorly educated tinker in jail was 
next door to a situation for despair. His lack of 
education was against him; his economic condition 
was against him; his occupation was against him; 
his social standing was against him; his religious 
opinions were against him; church and state were 
united against him. Prison bars inclosed him. 
What could he do? Even the support of his fam- 
ily depended in part upon what he could eke out 
by making lace with his own hands in 
when you have called him a 
tinker in jail, you have not said 
fortune does for a person depends upon the kind 
of a person he is. John Bunyan took 
with him integrity, good conscience,

Meets the Detour Problem. 

The princi gain is in the cutting 
gown of time that detours must be 
used, and the cutting of the expense 
for repairs that invariably follows the 
use of an existing street for detour 
service, When used as a detour, a 
street is compelled to bear not only 
normal traffic, but the usually 
much larger traffic that habitually was 
earried on the street under construc- 
tion. 

The almost invariable result of using 
a secondary street for detour service 
is that the latter sustains serious dam- 
age.

Plain Lettuce. 
To some people one of the simplest’ and most satisfactory ways to eat 
lettuce is plain, but from a chilled salad bowl—without any dressing. All 
the chicories can be eaten that way with relish. Cos’ lettuce or romaine is 
eaten in that fashion, with the final bread and cheese in England, and the 
plain inner leaves of this variety are true delicacies. The outer leaves may 
seem a bit coarse for eating raw, but they make a superior green when 
cooked, and even a small amount of them so prepared will make a useful 


Lettuce Garnish. 

The bowl of a head lettuce leaf 
makes a pretty container for a salad 
of fruit, chopped vegetables, meat or 
fish, and perhaps best for the latter. - 
The platter of cold meat may have 
its salad garnish arranged on lettuce 
leaves, but as for that, taste and in- 
genuity relates lettuce to cold meats 
in no end of ways, and to all the sal- 
ads not of the green order, which it 
properly is itself. 

A young woman who had béen a 
tearoom manager was recently demon- 
strating how to put lettuce around 
a bowl of mixed and dressed salad 
materials, and instead of lining the 
bowl, as many people do first, she - 
put the salad into it and then pushed 
leaves of lettuce down around it, so 


saving them from getting mussed or | 


gummed up. 


Cutting Lettuce. 

Because of the prevalence of. steel 
knives, there once arose a legend that 
lettuce should never be touched with 
a knife, and this idea was followed 
as religiously as though it- had been 
a law of the Medes and Persians. 
There is no reason why lettuce should 
not be cut with any knife not steel, 
and we use steel shears to, advantage 


in cutting it chiffonade or slaw fash- — 


ion, as we often do leaf lettuce: 

Head lettuce leaves are crisped 
largely because they can then be cut 
with a fork, as we eat all foods main- 
ly with a fork. In making a bowl 
salad it often seems best to tear the 
leaves in bits. The French do this to, 
perfection, but we generally do not 
seem to get the air when we try to 
}make bowl salads. For small and 
dainty salads, a base made by cutting 
a head of lettuce in slices is good and 
lends itself to a number of sorts of 
pretty treatment, with such items as

At a comparatively recent medical 
convention the questions of skin-peel- 
ings, face-liftings, paraffin injections 
were discussed. Tales were told to 
indicate that this type of beauty cul- 
ture is exacting a toll from its follow- 
ers, in deformities, inflammations, 
skin diseases of one sort and another 
~—ewen death. 

Not All Are Fatal. 

I, "t wish to go on record as say- 
ing that all operations for the im- 
provement of the face are fatal, or 
even dangerous. There are profes- 
sional women and lay women, too, 
who have had face lifting and face 
peeling work Gone and to all appear- 
done. 

There are surgeons, men 
who are worthy of the name, men 
who have the respect of their pro- 
fession, men who can correct a de- 
formity and accomplish a great im- 
provement. But to every one to whom 
one’s face might be intrusted with 
rearonable confidence there are a hun- 
dred whose interest is commerciai 
solely and purely and whose hands 
are not to be trusted for so serious an 
experiment. 

In spite of the warnings that have 
been broadcast about paraffin and wax 
injection, there are | pag unscrupulous 
Operators who will/do the work and 
foolish, foolish women who permit it 
done on the promise of beauty im- 
provement. 

“Where paraffin and wax are in- 
jected under the skin, trritation sets 
in after a few months and. after a few 
years, you have sloughing of the 
tissue,” says Dr. Pabst.

Face lifting, I presume, holds out 
the greatest promise to the greatest

Above are suggestions that may help contestants in the model airplane 
tournaments. The “wash-in” and “wash-out” should be studied, particu- 


tion between the strands when the 
motor unwinds. 

Use an egg beater winder! This is 
one of the most important points of 
all. First of all, it reduces labor. The 
indoor endurance tractor will take 
more than 700 turns—some have been 
known to take’ 1,150 turns—and the 
outdoor twin pusher motors may be 
wound 1,200 times. Winding by hand 
would be a task. The egg beater is 
geared so that one turn of the hangie 
gives five turns to the motor. 

More important still, using the wind- 
er permits stretching of the rubber. 

ith the s-hook, the rear end of the 
motor can quickly be detached from 
the fuselage and hooked to the winder. 
Then, while one boy holds the plane, 
another can back away with the wind- 
er until the motor is stretched to three 
times its length. ae 


A Valuable Tip. 


Stretched rubber takes many more 
turns than unstretched. For example, 
the indoor tractor motor, which is 
15 inches long, will take about 750 
winds before breaking if it is un- 
stretched. But stretched to three 


Wreaks. With the kit the spar can be 
repaired in three minutes. Without 
it, a competitor is sunk. 


Build Box for Planes. 


Third, carry four or five extra pro- 
pellers. The prop on a contest model 
is tight. If the plane dives to the 
ground, the propeller might break. Be 
ready to replace it at once with an- 
other. 

Fourth, build a pox in which to carry 
the planes so they may be transported 
safely. Plans for building the kind 
that wil] carry at least two outdoor 
ships and three indoor ships appeared 
in a recent issue of THE TRIBUNE. 

Next, preserve the life in the rubber 
motors by taking proper care of them. 
If rubber is exposed to air it becomes 
dry.and loses its resiliency, Keep the 
spare motors in an opaque mason jar, 
tightly covered, In addition, dope them 
either with talc or glycerin. While a 
number of model aviators prefer gly- 
eerin, the Airplane Model League of 
America doesn’t recommend it because 
it’s*somewhat messy and adds weight. 
Talc is light and dry and fills the 
same purpose—that is, it prevents fric-

If the day of the 
competition is windy, he will want 2 
stout ship—one with fairly heavy 
beams and cross bracing to stand 
the extra strain. If the day is calm. 
he'll want the lightest ship possible.

Fig. 1 shows how to construct a 
hollow leading edge for the wing.

Tractor Must Be. Light... 

Figure out other means of lighten- 
ing the ship. Be sure that the pro 
pelkr blades are thin enough. Be 
sure, too, to cut away more than half 
of the width of the propellor at the 
eénter, where it is inefficient. Fig. 4 
shows just how deeply the hub may 
be cut away without endangering its 
strength. Remember, by painting the 
hub with ambroid, there’s almost no 
danger .of its breaking. 

The indoor tractor will need to be 
symmetrical, well balanced and light 
if it is to win. Build two or three 
of them. Study Fig. 5. This shows 
how to adjust the wings to help con- 
trol the plane’s direction, | 

Let’s suppose that the plane turns 
in too small a circle. It tilts rather 
sharply to the left and tends to side- 
slip or dive in a spiral. The way to 
correct this is to twist the wing in both 
hands, bending up the leading edge 
(front edge) on the left side and bend- 
ing down the leading edge on the 


on the Jeft allows the rush of air to 
strike underneath, the wing and push 
it up. This is called “washin.” It 


leading edge is solid balsa rounded \ prevents that side from tilting down 


from a beam % by & inch. Using 
the method shown in Fig. 1, a leading 
edge can be shaped of 1-32 inch flat 
balsa. Soaked, or steamed, flat balsa 
beecdmes pliable. Bend a strip of it 


‘18 inches long and about an inch wide 


over a wood form and bind it with 

tape. When the wood dries, take off 

the tape. The flat balsa will retain 

its shape. ‘ 
Painting the Hub. 

Fig. 2 shows how a solid rib may 
be carved to fit into the hollow lead- 
ing edge. Ambroid glue will hold 
the rib to the leading edge. 

The fair weather ship may be fur- 
ther lightened by fittimg the wing with 
built up balsa ribs instead of the. 
solid ones. Fig. 3 shows their con 
struction. There’s nothing difficult 


and compels the ship to fly in a larger 
circle. 

Bending down the leading edge at 
the other tip gives that side “ wash- 
which reduces the difting power 
on that side and tends still further to 
make your ship fly in a large circle. 

Cheek Over Parts. 


Experiment with washin and wash- 
out. Just warp the wing by twisting 
it gently and at the same time breathe 
on the front wing spar so that the 
wing will hold its new shape. By this 
method and by bending the end of 
the rudder to the size of the circle 
in which the ship will fly can be gov- 
erned, 

Lightness is imperative in the in- 
door contest ship. Check over all its 
parts to see that they are right down.

The string sash may be made of the 
dress material and the vestee should 
match the facing or piping, if either 
is used. In making the sash stitch 
together in a wrong side seam, then 
sew a tape needle to one of the open 
ends, first pointing the needle down 
inside the opening. Then push the 
needle down through the length of the 
sash, finally bringing it to view again.

ONTH after month cartloads of 
our most universal] green go to 
the dump, yet no leaf of it— 

unless defaced and rusteq—is 
too coarse for the saucepan, while all 
the time there is vital need among 
eaters for the vitamines it stores, the 
iron it has—always tonic—and the 
suave roughage it yields when cooked, 
or something better tolerated by many 
an eater than theeroughage of raw 
Jettuce, which he eats partly for that 
one thing. | 

In short, this ocean of wasted green 
could give hosts of people just what 
they need for continued health, and 
so often go without, while it continues 
to be raised at a money and man or 

» even child cost, sent to market at con: 

giderable expense, only to be handled 

wnintelligently three-fourths of the 
 thme, and ends as barrels of waste. 

Lettuce is in the market all the 
time, and at all seasons, as everybody 
knows. Probably perfection of culture 
has been more nearly attained in grow- 
ing it than in growing any other 
edible we have, especially certain va- 
rieties of it. Yet the lovely leaf let- 
tuce has all but disuppeared from our 
markets—-at any rate, from those I 
frequent-—becaus® people do not learn 
how to cook it with many variations, 
and how palatable it @*y be when 
cooked. | 

But, though leaf lettuce is not seen 
in the market often, it will presently 
appear in little forests often in home 
gardens, but half or less of what is 
raised in those precious spots is often 

unutilized. I once made inquiry about 
@ wonderful lot of it in a small garden 
joining a suburban cottage and 
_ \ tearmed that, though it was grown so 
wampantiy, none of it was eaten, 
though the children living in that cot- 
tage would have been benefited no end 
by eating it, and showed the sorest 
need of such foods. Children are more 
Ukely to like it cooked than raw. 


Lettuce Cookery Is Ancient. 

The statement has been made by 
eminent French students of food that 
_Jettuce has been cooked from times 
exceedingly remote, and, in fact, may 
have been ‘one of the bitter herbs of 
the Jewish passover, and also that 

 health-giving properties were attrib- 
uted to it in the ftemote past. The 
Greeks appreciated it, and, like the 
English of today, ate it at the end 
of a meal or at the beginning. And 
it. figured in Roman repasts at both 
the beginning and end, with the idea 
that it did one thing medically if 
served at first and another if served 
finally. It is said that the emperor 
Domitian, following his doctor's ad- 
vice, was cured of hypochondria by

planted in all gardens and served on 


‘all tables. 


I once translated 150 French recipes 
for cooking lettuce, and these had va- 
rious bits of introduction giving these 
entertaining historical facts. One of 
the entertaining statements made was 
this: “The culinary methods of the 
Greeks and Romans have been trans- 
mitted to us with great imprecision.” 

But the great French cook, Caréme, 
made some decisions about it, while 
the work of others shows that in Char- 
lemagne'’s time — his 
sword and fought for his king master- 
fully—lettuce was used in soups, 
stews, and cooked and served as a veg- 
etable. 

Why, then, have people forgotten 
mostly that lettuce can be cooked, as 
it can, at any stage of its growth be- 
yond the seed leaflets, and may even 
be delicious when it has spindled up 
to blossom to bear seeds? 

With Sauces. 

Though the French specialize in 
braised lettuce, they seem to know all 
the ways it may be prepared and va- 
ried. On their authority we have it 
that lettuce cooked and arranged on 
a dish with hot melted butter poured 
over it is English lettuce; that when 
served in white sauce it is German 
lettuce; that when served in a rich 


brown gravy, so being almost equal — 


to a meat dish, it is Spanish lettuce. 

It is made quite like a meat dish by 
stuffing it and serving it with egg. 
As for ourselves, we may learn that 
no sauce pleases us better than a little 
hot cream, which may be modified 
variously. But it may also be served 
with the fine Hollandaise, or the 
humble Creole, or sauces that are made 
according to what you have in your 
frying pan, like the butter in which 
ham has been fried. 

Easy and Quick. 

A nice big head of leaf lettuce— 
spindling heads are a little more 
trouble—may be inspecte”. washed, 
cut up on a board, blanched or not 
as one chooses, and put to cook in a 
little butter with almost less trouble 
than we can prepare any other vege- 
table. Attar cooked there 
are many ways to finish it, as suggest- 
ed by the use of the different sauces, 

There are more ways of finishing 
cooked head lettuce than of finishing 
leaf lettuce, but the first direction for 
cooking head lettuce, no matter how 
it is to be finished, is quite generally 
this: Pull the head to pieces, wash, 
drop it into boiling water, usually but 
for the briefest time, rinse with cold 
water, drain and press it dry. After 
that it may be cooked in plain water, 
in butter, in meat stock, in a thick- 
ened meat gravy or in some sauce, 
or perhaps a puree for soup will be 
made. 


Puree of Lettuce. 

This is a French recipe for a prep- 
aration much used in France because 
of its economical aspects, as well as its 
esthetic: Blanch, , braise, or stew 
lettuce in butter, cook dry and put it 
through a fine strainer. Heat up again 
after the straining with a little butter 
and seasonings, and use it as a vege- 
table or as a garnish. The French 
recipe Says this puree can be used as 
a garnish for entrées, meats, fish, eggs, 
etc., or when combined with butter

independently. It is used for a stuf- 
fing by adding to it one-fourth its 
measure of mashed potato. 

Lettuce can be cooked without meat 
gravies, and be almost as savory as 
with them, especially when cream is 
used. In such preparations it is used 
in crusts of pastry, in frying batters, 
or is made up with other mixtures 
into croquettes and all the relatives of 
this form. | 

Braised Lettuce. 

Plain braised lettuce, which is hard- 
ly different from st®wed lettuce, is 
the favorite general preparation in 
French cookery, to which we must 
go if we wish to learn lettuce cookery. 
In this casé it is given the initial 
preparation of blanching, and a head 
of lettuce may be cut in two or in 
quarters, stuffed with something, ar- 
ranged in a saucepan and further 
cooked. It is possible to do work that 
seems. quite elaborate in braising this 
vegetable, yet it is really easy. 

One definition of braised lettuce is 
lettuce which has been blanched and 
squeezed dry, and then put to cook 
in meat stock, with a slice of salt pork 
and some seasoning vegetables. It 
should be in a small pan and. covered 
and cooked over a tiny fire. With 
gentle cooking it keeps its green color, 
but with much heat it turns yellow, 
which is not an advantage. 

When fine sauces are to be used 
witn lettuce this is a good way to 
prepare it. t more humble ways 
of doing the work®can be devised, as 
when one has a fried ham in butter. 
Add a little water to the pan and you 
have something in which to braise let- 
tuce which has been blanched first. 
Add several tomatoes or some tomato 
sauce, one onion, or the juice only, 
and two or three carrots sliced thin. 
Add a bit of sugar and some salt if 
needed, and cook. nae 

Chiffonade I. 

This method of cooking lettuce gets 
its name from the way the lettuce is 
cut up, which is slaw fashion, called 
chiffonade, in French. A chiffonade 
salad is lettuce cut-in this fashion, and 
it is an excellent way to cut it when 
it is to be used in soup, as well as 
when it is to be stewed or braised. 
Look over two large heads of lettuce 
carefully, wash thoroughly, and cut 
them up like slaw. 


Put into a pan and pour boiling wa- 
ter over it and generally pour it off 
immediately and rinse the lettuce in 
eold water, drain it and squeeze it 
dry, then put into a small saucepan in 
which -have been melted two table- 
spoons of butter. Cover the pan and 
cook gently until the lettuce is tender 
—ten minutes. Season and use plain 
any preferred sauce. 

Chiffonade II. 

Squeeze up a handful of lettuce after 
it is washed and cut it across slaw' 
fashion. Instead of pouring boiling 
water on the cut up lettuce, put it to 
cook without doing so in the butter, 
covering the pan quickly so that the 
lettuce cannot wilt but will begin to 
steam at once. This method of cooking 
is sometimes called melted lettuce. 


Lettuce Soup. 
Lettuce cooked chiffo style may 


be added to a” thick p, whether 
cream ofa meat soup to make letttice 


‘with the hot bacon dressing such ag is 


soup, and it may be a great addition | 


to something that was not eminently 
good. It may also be added to a bean 
or pea soup to give a lively quality. 
When the lettuce is to be added to soup 
it is best almost truly melted, or cooked 


for ten minutes, first, and it may be 
blanched first or not. 


The chiffonade or melted lettuce may 
be used cold with a boiled egg garnish 
for a salad. Or it may be used hot 


used for wilted lettuce—it is really the 
perfection of wilted lettuce. 
Cooked Lettuce on Toast. 
Adding hot cream to lettuce cooked 
chiffonade fashion truly makes for 
height of quality, and there is no 
prettier way of serving it when so 
cooked. It is delicious on Yoast, and | 
is as quickly prepared as a Welsh 
rabbit, as well as being a lighter 
digestive bit. Cut up two good heads 
of lettuce, blanch, stew in two table- 
spoons or butter, then boil up in two 
tablespoons of cream which is half 
reduced in tke boiling because so 
small in quantity, Serve on toast or 
with boiled rice. 


Budino” (Italian). 

Blanch a pound of 'tettuce, cool, 
drain, and press, then stew in butter 
and chop fine of sieve, as in making a 
purée. Stir briefly and rapidly over a 
hot fire to dry out the liquid, take it 
from the fire, and stir into it two or 
three beaten eggs, and season with a 
bit of salt, pepper, and mustard, and 
mix well. Butter a baking dish ‘and 
fill it with the preparation. — 

Bake it for thirty minutes with hot 
water around the dish. Take fpom 
the oven, let stand a few minutes, 
and unmold. It will be more compact 
if allowed to stand. Pour over it a 
superior cream sauce, or hot butter, 
or hot cream. With meat and gravy 
this can be served from the mold asa 
side dish, but with a sauce it is a good 
vegetarian center dish.

That was all. It was not 
enough in the minds of certain 
Chicagoans. Chicago had had its 
own symphony orchestra for 
nearly two decades. Founded in 
1891 by ‘Theodore Thomas, and 
continued after his death in 1906 
by Frederick Stock, it had taken 
rank in the minds of those who 
mew as one of the noteworthy orchestral organizations of the 
guaa. Besides, Boston, in addition to having its own great 
gepestra, bad begun operations with its own opera company.

‘thas, choruses, and choirs of Burope 
and America as the spiritual message 
of Chicago's centennial celebration 
was suggested in a letter to Rufus Cc 
Dawes, président of the world's fair 
committee, by A. G. Gulbransen, piano 
manufacturer, sponsor of opera in Eng- 
lish and of Christmas caro! singing. 
Chicago's position as one of the 
world’s greatest musical centers, Mr. 
Guibransen pointed out, would be;

has hung up tempting prizes in cash 
for builders of airplanes. 


The prizes, totaling several hun- 
dred thousand francs, are offered ‘to 
French airplane makers if their prod- 
ucts succeed in breaking the records 
for speed, altitude, duration and lo 
gag The time limit is Oct. 31, 
928. 


In each case, the reward will be 
greater should the record be made by 
a seaplane rather than a land plane 
For example, if a land plane made in 
France should establish and hold on 
to the speed secord, the airplane build- 
er would ,receive 140,000 francs and 
the makef-of the motor 60,000.

Festivalg Jesus Kept. 
QUESTION from Thorndale 
avenue, Chicago, raises ° the 
whole question of what impor- 
tance the observance of the lit- 
eral example of Christ has for the 
Christian. My questioner asks, “‘ Why, 
if we are so eager to follow Christ, do 
Wwe not keep the Jewish feasts which 
He kept?” 
Christ wore sandals. ‘They are in- 
appropriate to our streets and ‘our cli- 
mate.

N. T. Manuscripts. 
ROM Darlingtcn, Wis:, comes a 
‘question that 1 will give exactly 
as received: The oldest extant 
manuscripts of which the Bible is 
composed were written about 350 years 
after Christ. Why say that our Bible 
is translated from the original Greek 
when the original nas long since been 
lost? 
There are severai ccpies of the N. T. 
which are nearly complete, if not en- 
tirely so. Two of them, called, respec- 
tively, the Codex Siniaticus and the 
Codex Vaticanus, date from the gniddle 
of the fourth century. That is to 
say, they were written within 300 
years cf the death of Christ. The 
Siniaticus is a complete copy of the 
New Testament, with other books 
also, including the whole of the Old 
Testament and what is called the 
Epistle of Barnabas, The Vaticanus— 
so called. bécause it lies in the vat- 
ican, at Rome, contains the whole of 
the New Testament to the Epistle to 
the Hebrews. Both are in Greek, the 
language in which the New Testament 
was originally written. Hence, they 
are in the original Greek. 
' There are, of course, many other: 
manuscripts in addition to these, esti- 
mated to number 3,829. This figure 
refers only to Greek manuscripts, not 
to a larger multitude of ancient Latin 
copies, some of them quite as old as 
the oldest Greek gupies. It was by 
checking these manuscripts with each 
other for variations that the transla- 
tors got their present pure text of the 
original copies so that the phrase they 
use when speaking of translating from 
the original Greek seems entirely justi- 
fied. 
The authenticity of the writings of 
the N. T., as distinct from the actual 
text of the writings themselves, is 


most contemporaneous with the New 
Testament itself. Thus, Polycarp, who 
died A. D.-146, makes actual quota- 
tions in his writings, obviously written 
before this. date, from N. T. books. 
The field is a wide one and cannot be 
covered in a short answer, but the evi- 
dence for the date.of the N. T. books 
grows stronger and more various every 
year.

Dr. Burké says the efficiency of mis- 
sionary and medical work has been 
improved 100 per cent by the combined 
use of the radio and airplane. A year 
ago, when an influenza epidemic was 
raging in Fort Yukon, it was a radio 
broadcast which brought a Red Cross 
nurse and other assistance by airplane 
and saved the situation. ;

Three different stories are told by a 
bid of one ~@ two or three, and last 
Sunday's artzle told the difference in 
those stories. 

If each partner knows how to count 
the tricks in his hand and always telis 
the truth when he bids, then it should 


be a matter of no great difficulty to 


ascertain rather accurately what the 
best final bid should be either for going 
game or preventing adversary from 
going game, or doubling the adversary 
who goes too far. 

Without the knowledge of how to 
correctly count the number of tricks 
in the hand a truthful informatory 
bid cannot be made, and with those 
players who don't have that: knowl- 
edge, bidding becomes guesswork and 
luck, rather than skill. 

In counting tricks as a bidder, 
always assume that partner, if he has 
not passed, has three tricks in support 
of yvur bid. Also assume that if you 
name a suit as trump your left hand 
adversary will always hold the highest 
three trumps not ir your own hand. 

With a suit as trump count all 
trumps left in hand after third round

As a bidder of no trump, count an 
A or K-Q one trick each; an A-K or 
K-Q-J two tricks. and K and one er Q 
and two one trick each; all cards in a 
suit after it is established, one trick 
each. In no trump partner counts his 
hand in the same way if called upon 
for support, except as below. 


Note: When partner of a suit bidder D—K, 6 
counts his hand, he counts the aces 


as two trickseeach and he should do 


the same thing when estimating his 
bid in support of partner's no trump. 
The opponent, however, in either case 
oly counts an ace as worth one trick. 


‘ As opponent of a suit bidder count 
side suits: A or K-Q, one trick; A-K, 
two tricks; K-Q-J one trick.

God would create man and permit 
him to live in such a way that he 
could sin and then punish him forever 
and ever because of that weakness? 

There is a fault of logic known as 
begging the question. This question 
does it in several places. Sin is as- 


to do what he will. It also assumes 
as a matter that is settled amongst 
thinkers and Biblical students that a 
man who has been guilty of what 
my friend calls weakness will suffer 
forever and ever at the hands of God. 
That is not agreed by Biblical schol- 
ars as agreed Biblical teaching about 
punishment. ~ 

But the question remains and the 
answ.. is that there would have been 
mo virtue in an automatic goodness. 
Man's freedom made him worth while 
to God—if I may bluntly put it like 
that. There were mechanical] virtues 
enough in the universe and what God 
needed was somebody free to respond 
to His approaches—or to reject them. 

I do not believe, personally, that 
God punishes folk for sinning against 
the conventions and restrictions which 
man creates. What He may punish 
man for is that unneighborliness and 
selfishness which opposes the best in- 
terests of that universal family to 
which we, with all living things. belong 
—and of which He is the All-Father. 
Another way of saying that is that 
God need not punish at all. The con- 
sequences of such selfishness are con- 
tained within the selfishness itself; just 
as the consequences of an unrestricted 
meat diet are contained within the diet 
itself and in our bodily reactions to it. 
To complain of that is to bring a 
charge against the constitution of the 
universe which seems as foolish as it 
is vain.

Christ wore sandals. They are in- 
appropriate to our streets and our cli- 
mate.

His disciples to keep the ancient Jew- 
ish customs. But it really is surpris- 
ing how many of the feasts He kept 
are kept by us. For instance, the 
Jews kept a feast in the summer time 
called the feast of tabernacles, remind- 
ing them of their nomad days. We 
city dwellers keep that same feast 
when we adjourn to the country cot- 
tage or the auto camping ground. 
Good Friday and Easter coincide with 
the Passover and we keep those days 
in much the same sense of th deliver- 
ance wrought in our lives by religion. 

But Christ. never expected His fol- 
lowers to be literalists in the matter 
of conduct. He only left one literal 
commandment concerning conduct. 
That was concerned with the Lord's 
supper which He told us to keep in 
remembrance of Him—though we 
don't do it in large numbers. For the 
rest, He expected us to use our own 
sanctified common sense in the appli- 
cation of His teaching to our own 
lives and, above all, to avoid criticism 
of those who thought and acted dif- 
ferently.

N. T. Manuscripts. 

ROM Darlingten, Wis., comes a 

question that 1 will give exactly 

as received: The oldest extant 

manuscripts of which the Bible is 
composed were written about 350 years 
after Christ. Why say that our Bible 
is translated from the original Greek 
when the original has long since been 
lost? 

There are severai ccpies of the N. T. 
which are nearly complete, if not en- 
tirely so. Two of them, called, respec- 
tively, the Codex Siniaticus and the 
Codex Vaticanus, date from the middle 
of the fourth century. That is to 
Say, they were written within 306 
years of the death of Christ: The 
Siniaticus is a complete copy of the 
New . Testament, with other books 
also, including the whole of the Old 
Testament and wha. is called the 
Epistie of Barnabas. The Vaticanus— 
so called because it lies in the vat- 
ican, at Rome, coniains the whole of 
the New Testament to the Epistle to 
the Hebrews. Both are in Greek, the 
language in which the New Testament 
was originally written. Hence, they 
are in the original Greek. 

There are, of course, many other 
manuscripts in addition to these, esti- 
mated to number 3.829. This figure 
refers cnly to Greex manuscripts, not 
to a larger multitude of ancient Latin 
copies, some of them quite as old as 
the oldest Greek copies. It was by 
checking these manuscripts with each 
other for variations that the transla- 
tors got their present pure text of the 
original copies so that the phrase they 
use when speaking vf translating from 
the original Greek seems entirely justi- 
fied. | 
The authenticity of the writings of 
the N. T., as distinct from the actual 
text of the writings themselves, is 
proved by references from times al- 
most contemporaneous with.the New 
Testament itself. Thus, Polycarp, who 
died A. D. 146, makes actual quota- 
tions in his writings, obviously written 
before this date, from N. T. books. 
The field is a wide one and cannot be 
covered in-a short answer, but the evi- 
dence for the date of the N. T. books 
grows stronger and more various every 
year.

Burke picked up a sermon being 
preached on Sunday night at the Eng- 
lish cathedral in Sydney, Australia. 
A short time later the same evening, 
he tuned in a jazz concert being 
broadcast from Broadway in New 
‘York. | 

“We heard the sermon distinctly,” 
says Dr. Burke, “and the music from 
Broadway was good enough to dance 
to.” 


Difference in Time. 

The feat of hearing on Saturday 
night Alaskan time, a sermon being 
preacheli on Sunday night in Sydney, 
Australian time, is accounted for by 
the fact that in adjusting the time 
between east and west, a whole day is 
lost [or gained]. Even so, radio en-
